WEATHER BUREAU STUDIES 

TO IMPROVE ANEMOMETERS 
Through studies conducted by the 
weather bureau of the United States 
department 'of agriculture, with the 
cooperating of the bureau of stand- 
ards, much Information useful in the 
design and construction^ pt. 'anemo- 
meter Instruments foiv:;- ^measuring 
wind velocities has, been obtained. 
The relation between cup movement 
and actual wind movement, heretofore 
known .confidently to about 50 miles 
an hour, is nbw known to 113 miles 
an hour. 

Tests on about 30 Instruments ^ of 
various .dimensions, proportions, and 
weights have been made in the wind- 
tunnels of the bureau of standards at 
yeloclUes ranging from.fi to 60 meters 
per second. Certain of the Instru 
ments tested In the wind tunnels have 
been taken to Mount Washington, N. 
H., for comparison In the very high 
natural winds prevailing there. When 
these free-air comparisons are com- 
pleted and the data- have been 
analyzed, an Improved standard ane- 
mometer recording true velocities will 
bo developed and corrections deter- 
mined for records of velocity already 
compiled.

Improvement In Reindeer Herds 
L. J. Palmer. In charge of the gov- 
omment'a reindeer experiment sta- 
tion at Nome. Alaska, has Just sent in 
a report to the United SUtes depart- 
ment of agriculture that conditions 
among Alaskan reindeer herds are the 
best this year in the history of the 
industry. The fawn crop has. been un- 
usually large, and favorable -'condl- 
tlons have greatly redmied the ordi- 
nary loas'es. Herd bwherifl "who have 
adopted recoamendaUons of the bio- 
logical survey for Improved handling 
of the herds report marked gain In 
sire and condition of onlmnls, and a 
reduction In the losses from those ex- 
perienced under former methods.

DAIRYMEN FINANCE LOCAL 

. FIGHT ON -TUBERCULOSIS 

' In Lyme township, Huron county, 
Ohio, owners of, dairy cattle organ- 
ized an association through which 
they financed their own campaign 
agalnatvtuherculpsis, .when 'atato and 
federal Indemnity funds had ran out 
The members were asacaaed |2 a head 
for grades and |4 a head for pure^ 
breds, one-fourth being need for or- 
ganization work and the rest for pay- 
ing Indemnities. The asdoclatlon has 
tested 83 herds containing 662 cattle, 
26 of which reacted. ' The owners of 
the raectora received the SBlvage val- 
ue of the animals and a straight in- 
demnity of f 20 a head for grades. For 
purebreds the Indemnity was doubled. 
About S5 percent of the herda In the 
township were, teated. 

The organization of thia association 
Indicates the amdety of many pro- 
KresBlve dairymen to get rid of tho 
cattle plague. ,Theae Ohio mpn^mlght 
have waited for more funda to he ap- 
propriated by the state and congress, 
but they felt they could well afford. to 
pay out the money themselves, to hur- 
ry the work and advertise their local- 
ity as free of the disease.

CLOSE COOPERATION NEEDED 
IN PREDATORY ANIMAL WORK 
"Where there Is close cooperation 
between the federal and state govern- 
ments, predatory animal and rodent 
extermlnaUon work Is very much 
more effective," stated Dr. A. IC 
Plflher of the Biological Survey, In 
represenUng the United States de- 
partment of agriculture at the eeventh 
annual convention of the Sheep and 
Goat RalHora' Asaoclatlon of Texas, at 
San Angelo, Tex., this summer. There 
ahould be better cooperation, particu- 
larly In the matter of approprlaUone. 
Bo that the largest amount of money 
available from both federal and sUte 
sources may bo obtained, ho pointed 
out. 

"Although roden work la not so 
spectacular as destroying wolves, 
mountain lions, or coyotes," Dr. Plshl 
er declared, "stockmen are beginning 
to realize that the damage on their 
ranges from these little animals la 
very considerable, and In some cases 
more than equals that of the preda- 
tory anIraalB. The Biological Survey 
considers Uiat these two branches of 
work should go hand In hand and 
that states usually should appropri- 
ate about the same amount for each 
activity. 

"Tho department believes that If 
the prairie dog alone' were extermin- 
ated over Its entire range, which Is 
economically possible, 4,000,000 more 
cattle and -l.OOO.OOO more, sheep could 
be raised on that area, due to tho In-" 
crease in the supply of forage.
